Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Venolia teaches wherein the size of the 
emphasized input elements are determined on a case-specific base depending on the probability of the information unit associated with 
the input element being entered next, refer back to paged 3, 5 and 6 of Final rejection. The Applicant to be putting emphasis on the 
phrase recited above, however Venolia teaches this limitation by stating that keys likely to be entered next are enlarged. The Applicant 
seems to be asserting on page 9, that the probabilty of the item to be selected causes the items to be enlarged at varying size s. If that is 
the Applicant's assertions, then the language of the claims does not reflect that the items are enlarged in varying sizes. The rejection of 
the claims under 102(e) stands. 
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
